b-ard. These boards, 
inducted into 
the federal service of the Office 
of Price Administration, are charged 
with important duty of distributing 
the supply of rubber tires, at the 
p.esent time, to 
cover 
the most 
essential needs of their comuni ties. 
On the justice and foresight with 
which they fulfill their duties will 
depend the success of the country 
in meeting the 
grave 
emergency 
confronting us. 
The regulations set forth are de­ 
signed to guide the local boards In 
discharging their duty. Each board 
Is given a monthly quota, which 
will determine the number of tires 
available 
to 
the 
community 
it 
serves. The regulations require per­ 
sons seeking to purchase tires to 
apply to the local boards for per­ 
mission to purchase tires. 
Application forms are necessarily 
fairly elaborate and detailed docu­ 
ments. Upon the basis of the In­ 
formation given in them, the local 
to rd s must 
decide 
whether the 
appli ant wants tires for 
a reason 
sufficiently Important to the com­ 
munity to justify giving him a share 
in the all-important supply of rub­ 
ber. 
If the local board has tires avail­ 
able under its quota and 
decides 
that the application is warranted, 
lt will grant the applicant a certi­ 


ficate entitling 
tires. 
To govern the 
local 
boards in 
ex ercising the power to grant and 
deny certificates, the regulations set 
forth standards 
for 
determining 
whether a particular vehicle needs 
tires and whether 
the 
vehicle is 
performing a vital service to the 
community. But the present short­ 
age of rubber will leave some 
of 
even the most vital needs unsup- 
plied Should the situation change 
to: the better, adjustments in the 
quotas aqd the eligible classes will 
quickly be made. 
Until such time, however, many 
persons qualified to receive tires 
under the provisions of the regula­ 
tion will, in fact, go without. To the 
I ex tent that the local boards use the 
power wisely, apply the standards 
In this regulation fairly, and refuse 
applicants who can get along with­ 
out new tires, the hardships which 
the community mu^t bear will be 
: lessened. 
But if the local boards fail to act 
with the most ex acting care and fail 
i to give each application for a new 
! tire the most 
rigormis 
scrutiny, 
some truck bearing supplies to an

move for lack of tires; some doctor

patient. 
The responsibilities of the local 
; boards are very great. The nation 
; has every confidence that American 
citizens who give their time with­ 
out compensation to serve on the 
local boards will discharge their 
I duties faithfully.

the common cold and 
not severe 
enough to be called bronchial pneu­ 
monia. These are usually labeled 
influenza. 
Although more severe than the 
common cold, they are not really 
very serious, nothing like as bad 
as the terrible epidemic of real in­ 
fluenza that occurred during the 
war years, 1918 and 1919. Having 
^een what the malignant type of 
influenza is, I have been a little 
loth to agree that the yearly epi­ 
demics we have been having were 
really influenza. 
Epidemiologists say 'that 
there 
are two types of 
influenza, 
one 
mild and one severe, and that we 
have been having the mild type. 
Real influenza has a history of 
having 
hit 
the 
world 
in 
great 
pandemics or waves. There was one 
abcut 
1840. one in 1889. followed 
by the one in 1918. They are usually 
about forty years apart. 
Causative Organism 
I remember after the pandemic 
of 1880 that for years doctors would 
call mild cases of respiratory In­ 
fection "Influenza.’’ Having lived 
through the severe pandemic, they 
remembered lt vividly and probably 
got Into the habit of calling any 
respiratory Infection that was a 
little worse than a cold, influenza. 


I feel that the same thing has 
happened in the epidemics follow­ 
ing the severe pandemic of 1918. 
and consequently 
I have 
not 
a 
great deal of faith in the reports 
that have come out about finding 
the causative organism of influ- 
|enza. 
For what it is worth, however, 
the present idea is that influenza 
j is due to a filterable virus. Curious­ 
ly enough, the only animal which 
will become infected is the ferret. 
Mouth and nose washings frcm pa- 
j tients 
with 
influenza 
Inoculated 
: into the nose of a ferret will pro­ 
duct the disease in this animal. 
Mrs. Carlyle, who was a woman 
of great common sense, ex pressed 
my sentiments pretty well. She had 
been subject to a number of at­ 
tacks which 
her physician diag­ 
nosed as influenza. She wrote in o 
letter: "Medical men all over the 
i w-crld have merely entered into a 
tacit agreement to call all sorts of 
I maladies people are subject to by 
■one name so that one sort of treat- 
| 
may serve for all, and their 
notice is thereby greatly simpli­ 
fied" 
Opinions of Bacteriologists 
I must say that the best bacteri­ 
ologists in the world do not agree 
with me. They say that at the pres­ 
ent time doubt as to the cause of 
the disease can no longer ex ist and 
diagnosis by recovering the organ­ 
ism by bacteriological methods is 
now possible. It does not make a 
great deal of difference in the long 
run, because whether cr net they 
have found the causative organism, 
they have not perfected any serum

AUTC DEDUCTIONS 
TC AID TAXPAYERS 


When mak ing out federal income 
tax returns. Ohio motorists may 
deduct money paid out during 1941 
as a result of the state's gasoline 
tax rate of three cents, Albert P. 
Morris, manager o 
the Columbi­ 
ana County Motor club, 
declared 
today . 
Reporting on income tax deduc­ 
tions allowed motorists by reason 
of car operation, he continued: 
Every penny paid to the state 
in the form of 
registration 
and j 
other special fees may be deducted 
by Ohio motorists. 
Al o, they may 
deduct amounts paid out in state 
gasoline 
taxes 
when 
traveling 
through most of the other states 
os the bureau of internal revenue 
now allows full deductions for all 
but 10 states. 
However, it is important to re­ 
member that amounts paid out in 
federal gasoline and other excise 
taxes are strictly not deductible. 
. 
Other deductible items Include! 
loss sustained from damage when 
not covered by insurance or other­ 
wise compensated, and interest on 
money borrowed for purchase of a 
car. 
Finance charges, as such, ire 
not deductible and whether a por- 
tion of the charge can be deducted i 
as interest depends upon the na­ 
ture of the contract. 
A. A. A. national headquarters

would be licensed. After one viola­ 
tion and a warning, the adminis­ 
trator could ask the courts to sus­ 
pend a license for as long as 12 
months.

papers. books and periodicals, press 
associations, railroads, public util­ 
ities, radio, motion pictures or other 
theaters, outdoor advertising firms 
doctors and lawyers.

This is largely due to the
